It appointed a committee to appear be- 
fore the joint committee of the Mu- 
nicipal Assembly Monday afternoon and 
protest against the adoption of the 
compromise bill. 

Both Sides Given, 

Councilman- Schneiderhahn and Wil- 
liam F. Woerner were the principal 
speakers on the bill before the Tenth 
Ward meeting. Councilman Schneider- 
hahn favored the adoption of the bill, 
but Woerner, who wrote the mill tax 
law and defended it in the courts, op- 
posed the compromise. 

Woerner deciared the city would lose 
$C,854,579 by the adoption of the com- 
promise. He said the United Railways, 
Dec. 31, 1910. owed the city $1,470,608 un- 
der the mill tax law, and that * the 
amounts that would accfue to April, 
1948, would bring the total up to $14,- 
4%,608. In addition to this the com- 
pany would pay $5,488,000 under its fran- 
chise contracts with the city, making 
the tofal payments under existing laws 
$19,983, G08. ' 

Under the proposed compromise the 
company would pay the city a total of 
$13,129,129. 

Figuring interest on the accumulated 
lesses at the rate of 5 per cent, Woer- 
ner estimated that the total loss to the 
city would be $13,243,038. 

Woerner said the provisions in the 
compromise bill fixing a 6-cent fare 
within the present city limits until 1948 
was bad. He said the city limits might 
be extended before that time. This was 
a big concession to the company and 
against the interests of the taxpayers. 

He declared also that there was noth- 
ing in the proposed ordinance guarantee- 
ing that the United Railways would 
make the proposed extensions of its 
lines for the improvement of the serv- 
ice. Aiso that there was no provision 
requiring the railways company to pay 
the city anything for the priviiege of 
operating these extensions. ; 

Is Not a Contract. 

“Tne mill tax law ts not a contract,’’ 
said Weerner. “It is a law for United 
Railways to obey. If we compromise 
we are contracting with the company. e 
The proposed contract would be irre- ' 
vocable until 1948, no matter what: hap- dozen prizes. 
pened. 

“The proposed ordinance provides for “8 
a board of street railway supervision. 
The board will be half the city’s and 
half the United Railways’. Do you 
think United Railways will issue orders 
against itself? 

“The proposed cross town lines will 
become great assets to the company. I 
advise you business men to get a fran- 
chise and build a cross town line of 
your own. You can get it and it will 
pay from the beginning. 

‘“‘We need, more than anything else in 
St. Louis, a great “subway system. If 
the compromise is adopted it may stand 
like a dragon between our children and 
their subway plans.” 

Baumhoff Also Speaker. 

George W. Baumhoff, who was gen- 
eral manager of the St. Louis Transit 
Co. when it operated the street railway 
System, spoke at the meeting. He said 
he would attend the public hearing Mon- 
day and show Councilman Schneider- 
hahn some figures that would convince 
him that the Jefferson avenue line could 
be operated at a profit. Schneiderhahn 
has declared United Railways was op- 
erating some lines at a loss. among 
them the Jefferson avenue line.

» preme Court of the United States today 


dismissed for want of jurisdiction the 
appeal of the Globe Printing Co. of St. 
Louis, publisher of the Globe-Democrat, 
from the decision of the Missouri courts

outcome of a libel suit brought against 
it in 1995 by Samuel B. Cook of Missouri. 

The court advanced the case involv- 
ing the constitutionality of the removal 
of the Oklahoma State capitol from 
Guthrie to Oklahoma City for argument 
on April 3.

Indians Lose. 

The Supreme Court declined to inter- 
fere in the distribution by the Govern- 
ment of several million dollars to East- 
ern Cherokee Indians. The court holds 
that the Indians have been guilty of 
neglect of their legal interests, delfying 
so long to bring their action. 

The Indians maintained that the court 
in 1905 decided that the Government 
owed the Cherokees more than $4,000,- 
000 as a balance, with accrued interest 
since 1846, for giving up their lands in 
the South Atlantic States and decreed 
that this sum should be distributed 
to the heirs of the Cherokees of 1846. 

The Court of Claims held this method 
to be impracticable, owing to defective 
records of descent of Indians and other 
difficulties and directed a distribution 
to the Eastern Cherokees of 1906 on a 
“per capita basis.’ 

To this basis of distrubtion, on which 
practically the entire fund has been dis- 
tributed, the Indians objected. 

Justice McKenna delivered the opin- 
ion. 

Decision on Cattle Payments. 

Penalties for violations of the 28-hour 
regulating interstate transit of livestock 
are to be fixed on “‘loading and unload- 
ing’ as a unit basis. Such was the de- 
cision today of the Supreme Court. 

The court declined to accept either the 
Government’s contention that the unit 
should be shipments by separate con- 
signor or that of the railroads that the 
unit should be train. 

The decision was handed down by 
Justice Lamar iw the suit of the Gov- 
ernment against the Baltimore & Ohio- 
Southwestern Railroad Co.

Appropriations Provided Are Ex- 
pected to Overrun the Funds 
by $500,000.

JEFFERSON CITY, March 2.—The 


Forty-sixth General Assembly passed 
few measures of State-wide interest and 


importance, but many ef local interest, 
concerning in some instances a single 
county, a judicial district or a munici- 
pality. 

Many important bills were kflled, in- 
cluding one to create a municipal court 
in St. Louis to take the place of the 
Court of Criminal Correction, the po- 
lice courts and the justice of the peace 
courts. This bill was backed by the St. 
Louis Bar Association and many lead- 
ing citizens. Other bills killed were: 
To give Springfield and Joplin commis- 
sion form government; creating a public 
utflities commission to regulate the sery- 
ices and rates of the public service cor- 
porations of the State; taxing corpora- 
tions upon their capital stock; taxing 
inheritances; increasing the State li- 
censes upon saloons; abolishing ld 
clubs by requiring clubs and associa- 
tions dispensing intoxicants to members 
to pay a nominal yearly license; creat- 
ing a state board of control for the man- 
agement of the State eleemosynary in- 
stitutions. ‘ 
Little railroad legislation of a drastic 
nature was enacted. The only bill which 
the railroads tried hard to kill was that 
by Col. Phelps prohibiting railroads from 
charging more between all stations on 
their lines than they do between com- 
petitive points. 
Other bills affecting railroads passed 
require them to carry enough coaches 
to seat passengers comfortably, provide 
cuspidors and instal automatic alarms 
or gates at dangerous road crossings. 
Another bill gives the Railroad Commis- 


in the maximum fixed by law. 

Utilities Bill Slambers. 
The public utilities commission Dill 
recommended by Gov. Hadley slumbered 
throughout the session in the Commit- 
tee on Private Corporations. 
The House passed the.county unit bill, 
but killéd the bill creating precinct lo- 
cal option for cities of over 60,000 popu- 
lation. The county unit was referred in 
the Senate to the Committee on Muni- 
cipal Corporations, a wet committee, and 
will not get a chance to be voted upon. 
The Hu!l automobile bill, which has 
been signed by the Governor, provides 
that the license fee upon automobiles 
shall be from $2 fo $10, according to the 
size of the machine. This license fee 
goes to the good roads fund. The meas- 
ure imposes strict penalties for “joy rid- 
ing’ and increases the speed limit from 
15 to 25 miles an hour, except on crowd- 
ed streets. 

No Revenue Measures, 
No revenue measures have been enact- 
ed and the Legislature probably has 
overappropriated the revenues a hali 
million dollars. The Legislature in- 
creased salaries of all guards the 
penitentiary, attendants ‘at State, ~os- 
pitals an@ clerks in the departments; 
passed a law creating a Supreme Court 
Commission and providing salaries for 
the. commissioners and stenographers, 
and added an additional clerk each to 
the State Auditor’s department and the 
State Treasurer’s force. These increased 
salaries will amount to nearly $100,000 for 
the biennial period.

Her complaint, followed one by 
Ulrich’s daughter, who told him sne 
had been accosted by a negro in the 
street. lHle went to investigate, and 
his attack on Washington followed. 

Washington was so weak this morn- 
ing from the beating he received, that 
he was ‘unable to appear. when UI- 
rich’s case was called. 

A postponement was taken until 2 
o’cMck tomorrow afternoon and Ul- 
tich’'s bond was fixed at $1500. Surety 
for this amount was obtained among 
his friends and he was released. 

An immense crowd had gathered at 
the court in anticipation of seeing the 
negro college preSident, and among 
them .,were many friends of Ulrich. 


Accused by White Women. 
Washington was taken to Flower Hos- 


pital and later to his hotel last night 
with many injuries on his head and 
face, after he had been accused of fol- 
lowing white girls into the hallway of 
n apartment on West Sixty-third street. 
Albert Ulrich, a carpenter, living in the 
building, admitted he had attacked 
Washington and was locked up. 

Ulrich’s wife at the police station 
asserted that-~- Washington had followed

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CITY PLAN COMMISSION, 

We are to have a City Plan Commission, to 
serve without compensation, if the Mayor signs 
the bill, which has passed both branches of the 
Assembly. The scheme for such a commission 
originated early tn 1910, when a similar bill failed 
of passage because of lack of funds, because 
Comptroller Taussig said he could not find a way 
to get the $25,000 which was supposed to be 
needed in order to enable the commission to begin 
its work. The proposed personnel of the com- 
mission was about the same as the one now pro- 
vided for, except that 16 citizens were to co-oper- 
ate with the municipal officials in the commis- 
sion. The present bill calls for only nine. 

Following that failure, in July, 1910, a volun- 


- tary City Plan Association, with a proposed mem- 


mership of 100, was organized, ‘‘to plan a scheme 
of highways, drainage, light, heat'and water sup- 
ply and a permanent location of transportation 
facilities.” This organization, without official 
sanction and practically a duplicetion of the 
Civic League, has been at work vigorously since 


its organization studying projects of municipal 


betterment. 

It igs understood that the new City Plan Com- 
mission will in no way affect the work of the 
voluntary organization, but be complementary to 
that work. In its vear book for 1910 the Civic 
League Executive Board recommended the ap- 
pointment of such a commission, as in line with 
what several other large American cities have 
done in that regard. The work of the new com- 
mission wil] be to perfect detailed plans, with the 
aid of experts, for the engineering and archi- 
tectural improvements which are acknowledged 
to be necessary for the betterment of the city 
in the way of transportation, housing facilities, 
parks and boulevards, control of suburban areas, 


etc.

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NO REASON. 

It isn’t the sacredness of the neutrality laws 
that took the army to Texas.

There is 
doubtless a reason, or a substitute for one, that 
satisfied Mr. Taft of the necessity or advisability 
of his action. It may be given out sooner or 
later, or it may never be known. In the mean- 
time we can only trust that the President will 
be justified in the exercise of his discretion.

THE SQUARE DEAL. 
At the meeting of the Tenth Ward Improve- 
ment Association, which condemned the mill tax 


compromise, Councilman Schneiderhahn said: 
If I could reach the men who swindled the 
city by accepting bribes at the time of the 
combine I would vote with any man to destroy 
their property; but the property is now in the 
hands of innocent persons, and it would be 
wrong to inflict punishment on their heads 
for the sing of the boodlers. 

But isn’t it wrong to inflict the consequences 
of the sins of the boodlers on the innocent peo- 
ple of St. Louis for 37 years? Isn’t it wrong to 
punish St. Louis for its robbery and betrayal by 
boodlers and bribers? 

It is hardly fair to call it a million-dollar com- 
promise. It involves many millions. Accord- 
ing to Mr. Woerner’s figures the city will lose 
$13,000,000 on account of the mill tax and the 
tax obligations in underlying franchises. Auditor 
Hodges estimates the loss at $20,000,000 which 
the United Railways will gain in addition to ex- 
traordinary privileges.

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Miss Sylvia Pankhurst assured a Post-Dispatch 
representative that the English suffragettes 
never hurt anybody when they throw stones. 
This is an excellent illustration of the differ- 
ence between aim and intention. 
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HERESY IN CINCINNATI. 

It was in Cincinnati itself that the Rev. Earl 
Flynn promulgated the hateful heresy of volun- 
tary emaciation. In Cincinnati itself, where every 
man who is great or expects to be is already 
portly or in hope of soon becoming so, the Rev. 
Earl Flynn not only declared majestic portliness 
a disadvantage, but worked himself to a pitch 
of the most anti-hedonistic zeal so wildly an- 
archical that it is a wonder Cincinnati allowed 
him to escape. 

“Any man who is so fat that he cannot see 
his own feet while walking ought to be arrested,” 
said this new Stylites from the wilds of the Far 
West. 

The peculiar atrocity of proclaiming such a 
heresy in Cincinnati is self-evident. In Cincin+ 
nati a man is still dangerously lean while he can 
see even the tips of his toes in walking. Lean 
and emaciated people have unsettled minds which 
are liable to disorderly activities, disturbing and 
infecting whole blocks, wards, cities, states, 
countries. But “who ever heard of a fat man 
heading a riot?” When a man can no longer see 
his own toes in walking he will never lead a 
mob. He has become conservative. He is trusted 
by Cincinnati as a friend of respectability, of 
everything that is safe, sound. and stable, as 
soon as he passes 325 pounds. But if men, 
emaciated uhtil they weigh no more than 298 
pounds, are to be put back in places of the high- 
est honor and profit, what becomes of the Cin- 
cinnati school of statesmanship? 

The Rev. Earl Flynn is an enemy of golf and 
good government. Put him out. 
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Collector Edmund. Koeln again distinguishes 
his official record with new achievements in 
economy and efficiency. With $4,200,000 more 
collected than was received by his predecessor, 
who had a good record, at $13,600 less expense 
and with an increase of interest amounting to 
$2700 and of surplus commissions to $52,000, Mr. 
Koeln has earned the commendation of the pub- 
lic.- Work of this kind is the best possible con- 
tribution to good government. 
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«*PERMITTED.’’

The Only Solution. 
Te the Editor of the Pos:-Dispatch. 

We have with us again the philanthropist. This 
time the United Railways Co., who offer the myth- 
ical “something for nothing,” who seek to solve 
our lack of rapid transit by more of the same 
thing. Incidentally, they only want extension of 
rights worth millions; rights that would saddle 
upon the city for the next generation a railway 
system that is about as near perfect as its kind 
can be made, and will not admit of being made 
more rapid than it is now, or equal in any way 
to the underground or elevated system of New 
York, Boston, Philadelphia and Chicago. There- 
fore, the present system will never meet the 
growing demands for fast service in this city; in 
view of such limitations, it would be poor fore- 
sight on the part of our city legislators to per- 
petuate something they or their successors could 
not stop for 37 years, and by such action be hood- 
winked into absorbing the “water” of the United 
Railways Co. 

Primarily, this whole question is: Wanted— 
Rapid transit from thé business parts of the city 
to the residence districts. 

To expect to solve this question. by the scheme 
before the Assembly is ridiculous. To anyone 
conversant with street railway practice it ig plain 
that the proposed loops, cross city lines and ex- 
press traing will never produce results. Surface 
express trains would never do; to make the time 
they would be a menace to life and limb, 

As to loops, the town is full of them now, all 
to no advantage ag far as rapid transit is con- 
cerned. 

As to the cross city lines, there might be some 
merit here, but not sufficient to equalize the 
“water” of the United Railways Co. 
| To try to meet the mill-tax. case with the pro- 
posed extension of rights looks like a grab. But 
it is to be hoped that the same policies will be 
adhered to as have been laid down in the Ter- 
minal Railroad Association case, namely “ade- 
quate returns for valuable rights given.” Con- 
Servation is the watchword today and of the fu- 
ture; it therefore behooves the city to make its 
franchise-giving and extending power protect its 
future, and not perpetuate that which cannot be 
equal to the growth and magnitude of the city. 

If the matter of rapid transit is to be solved, 
and in the proper way to take care of the future, 
let our legislators.consider the underground and 
elevated; they are the only solution.

“Remember, after reading these facts, 
that a woman’s health is undeniably 
more fragile than a man’s and you 
have a pretty definite answer to the 
question of whether alcohol affects a 
woman‘s he:lth at all, or more than it 
man’s.

Williams, “it does not need a scientist 
to know that a woman’s physical at- 
tractiveness is of a far more delicate 
order than a man’s. Her skin is finer 
than a man’s; her look of freshness 
and youth more easily impaired.

Gay for years and not show it for years, 
but sooner or later alcohol is bound to 
destroy any claims to beauty a woman 
may have.

“The offspring of:an alcoholic woman 
show impaired vitality of the most 
deep-seated character. 

“In examining into the history of 
2552 idiotic, epileptic, hysterical, or 
weak-minded children in the institution 
at Bicetre, France, Bourneville found 
that over 41 per cent had alcoholic 
parents. The matter is presented in a 
nutshell by Dr. Willlam H. Welch when 
he says: ‘Alcohol in sufficient quanti- 
tles is a poison to all living organisms, 
both animal and vegetable.’ To that 
unequivocal pronouncement there tis, I 
believe, no dissenting voice except that 
a word quibble was at one time raised 
over the claim that alcohol in exceed- 
ingly small doses might be harmless. 
The obvious answer is that the same 
thing is true of any and every poison 
whatsoever. Arsenic and strychnine, in 
appropriate doses, are recognized by all 
physicians as admirable tonics; but no 
one argues in consequence that they 
are not virulent poisons.’’

WHEAT FIELDS 


So-Called Experts Continue to 
Flood Wires With Damage 
Reports. 





Crop-killing news from so-called ex- 
perts in Kansas sent wheat prices to 
the high point on the present movement 
in Monday’s market. : 

B. W. Snow was «gain the man be- 
hind the gun. He sent in the following 
sensational wires: 

“Motored Saturday, 160 mies north 
from Dodge City. through Ford, Hodge- 
man, Ness, Lane, Grove and Sheridan 
counties. These counties have three- 
quarter million acres. ‘sn the whole 
drive only saw six fields where there is 
enough wheat up to snow drill rows. In 
99 per cent of area you can find onty an 
occasional stalk up. Careful examina- 
tion shows grain sprouting, but not 
through the ground, but this is very 
thin if it all comes through. 

“On heavy soil there is a bad crust 
half an inch thick, under which new 
sprouts are curling up and turning yel- 
low. Some farmers are harrowing to 
break this crust. Plenty of moisture 
below it. Wheat that came up last fall 
is dead. and oats and barley being seed- } 
ed in such fields. There is a@ bare pos- 
sibility that wheat not yet up may yet 
make a crop, but the chances are 
against it. At best, the stand would be 
thin and stooling poor.’ 

Snow’s second wire said: ‘‘Nearly half 
the wheat acreage of Kansas lies west 
of Great Bend. Of this apparently 
2,000,000 acres are in the district where 
the crop is not yet up. This crop was 
seeded in October and November and 
to germinate it until 
Feb. i7, when an ample rain fell. For 
the last five weeks this seed has lain 
in wet soil, but very little has come up 
so far. Examination shows that some 
is still coming. but it is thin at best. 
It is impossible to determine how much 
seed has rotted or sprouted and died 
in the cold, wet soil, until we have had 
two weeks of sunshine, but everything 
indicates heavy losses. No prediction 
ean have any value until the question 
of vitality of this seed is determined.”’ 

Expert John Inglis’ wire told a 
ferent story. It said: ‘‘North from 
Wichita conditions improved materially 
and continue good through Harvey 
County and west to Hutchinson. Stand 
is fair to good, also shows fair growth. 
Abundance of moisture_ for present. 
Weather favorable for stooling.’’ 

It is noticeable that Inglis’ report to- 
day is favorable, where las week 
Snow’s report was also favorable from 
the same territory. Snow’s reports to- 
day are unfavorable, where last week 
Inglis’ reports from the same territory 
were also unfavorable. So at least the 
crop experts agree. But last year these 
same experts temporarily half-killed 
every important crop in the country 
during the grqwing season and the ulti- 
mate grain yield broke all records, the 
only minor shortage in any crop peing 
in spring wheat. 

Liverpool prices were steady to high- 
er, the .favorable foreign crop adv-ces 
and large world’s wheat shipments be- 
ing offset by American crop reports and 
decreasing local receipts. American und 
Russian shipments for the week were 
larger than expected and the United 
Kingdom received a fair proportion of 
the total. Plata and Russian offers con- 
tinue free at a decline and expectations 
are for a free movement from Australia, 
as there is large loading there. The 
market closed firm.
